America’s first regular commercial rail service was the Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad, which started in 1828 and converted from using teams of horses 
to pull cars to the earliest steam-powered locomotives. The Erie and 
Kalamazoo Railroad became the first regular rail service to operate from 
Ohio in 1837. The state had a rail boom in 1850, and 10 years later had 
more track laid than any other state. Back then, nearly 3,000 miles of track 
connected every major community in Ohio. 


Today we have more than 5,230 miles of rail lines and numerous rail 
companies serving the state. Tens of thousands of tons of goods travel 
along our tracks every year. Ohio's railroads have found a place in American 
transportation, providing the most efficient ground transportation for 
moving large quantities of freight to locations all over the nation. 


More than this, Ohio's scenic railroads offer a nostalgic look and experience 
of an era when rail travel was the king of transportation. It is an experience 
that can be enjoyed by young and old alike. Throughout historic changes, 
railroads have remained a part of the basic fabric of our culture.

the great municipal train 

luring the Depression for $41 
million, and financed privately by the sale of 
stocks to the seven major railroads that had 
been using five different Cincinnati stations. 
When it opened in.1933, it was called the 
most beautiful railroad station in America. 
The architects commissioned a German- 
American, Winold Reiss, to design the 
rotunda ceiling and create a series of 
massive murals depicting Cincinnati working, 
life. His two 105-foot long panoramic murals 
in the rotunda (it contained 18,000 square 
feet) were among the largest artworks in 
the country. The architecture was spectacu- 
lar as well: a 120-foot high semicircle of 


_ limestone-and-glass front. Eight gigantic 
arched trusses, the largest of which weighed 


380 tons, supported the half-dome. It was 
said to be the biggest such dome in the 


-world, and tall enough to accomodate aten- 


story building inside it. The soaring dome _ 


and its modern Art Deco architecture, ‘one of 


the splendid American examples of the 
movement, caused local wags to say the 
station looked like a gigantic table radio 
made of concrete. It was astoundingly 
efficient, accomodating 17,000 people and 
216 trains a day. During World War Il, 


Cincinnati was a major north-south transfer 
"point for troops and on some days asmany 
as 20,000 passengers flooded through the 


station. Unfortunately, the figures 
were manipulated by the war. 


The truth was that train transportation had 
peaked before the first train pulled out of 


Union Terminal. The automobile had already 
rendered the magnificent station superflu- 
ous. The last train left in 1972 and the 
station floundered through a series of well- 


_ meaning but futile exercises in usage, 


including a shopping mall, leased for $1a 
year that featured discount clothing sold in 
the great rotunda, But in 1986, a serendipi- 
tous partnership put the Cincinnati 
Historical Society and the Museum of 


Natural History in the station, augmented by — | 


the passage of a county tax levy. The 


directors of the respective institutions had E 


been sold on the Union Terminal basement: 
the station had been built on 5.5 million 
cubic yards of fill dirt, and underneath was 


150,000 square feet of space with 24- foot 


ceilings, a vast arena large enough for two 
large museums. 

A renovated Union Terminal would ilar 
provide museum space 60 percent cheaper 
than new construction. In the bargain,one of 
America’s great pieces of architecture would 
be saved. Said the history museum’s director, 
DeVere Burt, “This terminal is still devoted to 
transportation. In 1933, it was transporta- 
tion from one geographic point to another. It 
has been rededicated to transportation to 
any point in time.” Oddly, the place has also 
become a real train station again. In 1992, 
Amtrak brought in its Washington-to- 
Chicago service to a remodeled rear 
platform. DeVere Burt had thus been proved 
doubly right.
